HOW THE FARMER IS PROTECTED 


rkwltnral Ci>». 


t. The American manufacturer asks for 
protection from th« American farmer's 
competition, and that the American 
farmer shall be confined exclusively to 
tlie American market for farm products; 
that he shall be prevented by law from 
trading his surplus for foreign manu- 
factures—from 
importing 
profitable 


payment The American manufacturer 
tOM no other competitor except the 
Standard Oil company, our silver kinya 
and our fishermen—whose competition 
is too small to trouble him. No foreign 
manufacturer can "compete" with the 
American manufacturer except through 
the American farmer, unless the foreign 
manufacturergives us the foreign goods. 
If the -goods ju-o not given to us wo 
must either steal them or exchange for 
them, surplus farm products of equal 
yalue. 
We can only "buy," them with 
metals, oil or farm products or a promise 
of them. 
"Cash" must bo either prod- 


uct of labor or the promise of iU 


Congress grants the mill owner this 


protection by levying a tax on each ex- 
change of surplus American farm prod- 
ucts for foreign manufactured products. 
This tax ranges from-40 to 225 per cent, 
according to the article, and it is im- 
posed npori the- only party to it that 
congress can get hold of—the American 
farmer. It Is levied upon the final nrod- 
uct of his labor—our imports. It is not 
imposed and'cannot bo imposed until 
after the goods have been exchanged, 
until the foreign goods havo become 
the product of American labor. Not 
even the pretense of a tax can be 
levied on the foreigners because the 
constitution of the United States ex- 
pressly forbids any tax on exports, and 
the foreigner has his untaxed goods ex- 
ported as the final result of his labor. 


Protection, "to make things even," 


offers the American farmer sawdust 
protection against the mill-owner's in- 
vasion of the farmer's "home market" 
The farmer does not need even genuine 
protection. 
He. has his own "home 


market" already,_and he has a slice of 
the "home market" for manufactured 
goods as well. Protection takes away 
from him this slice of the mill-owner's 
market, and, while pretending to give 
him what he has already, his own 
"home market," trios to deprive him of 
that also. 


4 That the mill-owner may be able to 
export his mill surplus, exchange his 
mill products for foreign farm prod- 
ucts and then bring these here in com- 
petition 
with tho products 
of our 


farms, protection pays to tho mill- 
owner, when ho exports, 00 pur cent, of 
any revenue taxes imposed on imported 
raw material, and then admits the for- 
eign farm products the mill-owner im- 
ports either free-of duty or subject 
only to a very low revenue duty. Of 
the 50 leading farm products 10 are ad- 
mitted free of duty, 
f> are taxed only 


from 0 to 8 per cent, OB DO it is 10 per 
cent or less, on 155 it is under 15 per 
cent. On only U does it exceed 20 per 
cent, and on only.5 Items—wool, hops, 
rice, cane-juice and peanuts—is there 
even a pretense of sawdust protection. 
Cotton is free. 
Wheat is taxed only 10 


per cent, corn 18, cornmeal 10, rye 17, 
buckwheat 10, poultry 10, pork 10, beef 
14, flax 7, hemp 8, milk 10, and soon 
with all general farm products. The 
manufacturer is protected against the 
competition of farm labor by average 
taxes of 80 per cent; the farmer is pro- 
tected against mill labor competition 
by average taxes of 10 per cent. 


To discourage American farming and 


make it unprofitable a tax is levied on 
every exchange of farm products for 
foreign manufactures, ranging 
from 


40 to 255 per cent and averaging nearly 
SO per cent. On exchanges that can bo 
still made at a profit it averages 48 per 
cent | but how high it is on those that 
cannot bo made—and some can be and 
are made on which 20S per cent tax is 
paid—no man knows or can guess. 
IIere is how it has discouraged farming 
generally and how it has made wheat 
farming unprofitable In tho central

.PROTECTION A FAILURE- 


Ih« McKlotey Theory W;IHC.| upon » Dl» 


ant«r Procluc-lnif System. 


It IH interestinp to note that whil 


the United States is engaged in th_ 
attempt to shake oil the incubus of the 
McKinlcy law, all Europe is in "ai 
economic ferment," as some writer ha 
phrased it 
It is well known that nl 


the principal nations of the eor.tfnen 
'havo hig-h protective tariffs. According 
to the doctrines which have domirmtec 
our legislation since 1801 they ought al 
to be happy. 


On the contrary, they are all un 


happy. France is giving another turn 
to the screw, showing that the tariff o 
1801 has not brought about the bless 
inps expected. Quite the reverse. 
Th 


'chamber of commerce at Marseilles de 
clares thatsince its adoption there hav 
.been a constant reduction of commer 
clal operations, a lack of new enter 
prises, a suppression of many that pre- 
viously existed, that no new factories 
are building, that those burned down 
are notreplaced, that thenumberof idle 
ships grows larger every day; in short 
that there has been a change for the 
worse in foreign commerce, attendee 
by a similar conifilion in agriculture 
aud internal commerce. The remedy 
now proposed is a still higher tariff, 
another turn of the screw, an expe- 
dient certain to aggravate the evils 
now prevailing. 
- 


In Italy there is chaoa. 
Uprisings 


have occurred to resist the outrageous 
taxes on thp. necessaries of life, DDL 
tliese have to bo put down by military 
force. 
At the same time there is a de- 


ficiency in the revenue, and while it is 
proposed to reduce expenditures the 
proposed economies are ml mi tied tube 
insufficient to avoid a deficit. 
New 


taxes are proposed, to be levied upon a 
people already exhausted by excessive 
taxation. 


Fifteen years ago Germany entered 


upon the enterprise of making- the peo- 
ple happy by protective taxes. This 
was largely in tlio interest of agricul- 
ture, which demanded to be shielded 
from tho curse of cheap food. 
The sys- 


tem ran its usual course. 
It did not 


answer expectations, and its advocates 
said it was not high enough. So in 18S5 
rates were put up again. Two years 
later it was thought uecessarj^ to make 
a further increase. 


These constantly augmenting im- 


posts on the necessaries of life have 
caused great distress among the poor of 
Germany. But what'cffect have they 
had upon agriculture? For answer let 
us turn to the recent speech of Dr. 
Miquel, in the reichatag. 
He has been 


counted on iu some quarters as un op- 
opponent of the treaty with Russia, as 
he is Jtnown to bo in sympathy with 
the agrarians. lie said that the mniti 
taslc of the Prussian government for 
Uie next few years ii-ust be to devise 
eiTcetual'assistance for iigriculture. In 
spite of thiri Ins favored tbu treaty. "In 
any case," he added, "the treaty can 
not render the condition of husbandry 
any Worse than it is.'' 


Such is the effect of fifteen years of 


high protection upon German agricul- 
ture. Even in the opinion of its warm- 
est friends its condition cannot be any 
worse. This is but a repetition of the 
experience of tbe .United Stales. We 
have had a continued demand for high- 
er rates, and they have been advanced 
from linn-, to Um-:. The McKinloy hill 
went to tho- extreme of high protection, 
nnd what it: to-d:iy the condition of our 
industries? 
According to the state- 


ments ft! tho parties interested they 
were never worse. They are waiting 
for tho rc-peal of the Mi:Kinli.-y act that 
they may have u chance to revive. 


It is nlli-gcil, nf crjiirho, Hint business 


depression is due to the prospective re- 
duction of the duties. 
To xvluit then 


Is it due in Italy, where there is a 
prospect, of an increase? To what is it 
due in France, where an increase has 
just been made? There is no fear of 
tariff reform in France, but there is a 
paralysis of industry and tradi-. 
To 


what shall we attribute the depression 
in 
(Ii-rmany, whore agriculture, its 


chief benelK-iary, is admitted to be iu 
so desperate a condition that no com- 
mercial treaty cau make it worse? The 
limit has been rcaclu-d in putting up 
duties, both in Germany and the Tnited 
States, but the expected blessings have 
refused ti> inatcriali/.o. 


There is a deep philosophy underly- 


ing-this '•economic former t" that pre- 
vails in all protective countries. The 
iiiein-y of crc:tli'ig prosperity by high 
taxes is breaking down. I>rolt>c;irm lias, 
been tried and found wanting-.—Louis- 
ville Courier-.lournai.

James- 13yrne is a Swede who lias
